Accused of Conspiring With Cashier 
Hopkins to Use Public Moneys 
for Their Own Use.

Philadelphia, Oct. 4.— Warrants 
were issued Monday for the arrest of 
United States Senator Matthew Quay, 
hi* son Richard R. Quay, ex-State 
Treasurer Benj. J. Haywood and Chaa. 
H. McKee, of Pittsburgh, law partner 
of Lieut. Gov. Lyon. They are ac- 
cused of conspiracy with John S. Hop- 
kins, formerly cashier of the Peoples' 
tank, to use public moneys for their 
own use. Hopkins killed himself 
last March, shortly before the bank's 
failure- 
Senator Quay and his son came up 
lrom Atlantic City as soon as they 



"Senator Quay and his ton Richard 

both had their personal note* dis- 
counted at the bank, the last of which 
matured after the bank had closed its 
doora These notes were all promptly 
paid when due, and neither Mr. Quay 
or his son is indebted to the bank one 
dollar that I know of. My feelings to- 
ward Mr. Quay and the other men are 
of the most friendly character. Mr. 
Quay and I bad our differences in days 
pone by, but they were patched up 
long ago." 

The news struck political circles of 
all shades of faith like a thunderbolt, 
and a variety of explanations were 
given and discussed throughout the 
day. Secretary of the Commonwealth 
David Martin said he knew nothing 
beyond the newspaper statements. 
The affair acquires additional signifi- 
cance from the fact that it comes in 
the midst of one of the most bitter 
campaigns ever fought between Quay 
and his opponents, Involving the ques- 
tion of his re-elootion to the senate.
